Judge Davis announced Dec, 2 
that Hague’s appeal against the in- 
junction issued by former United 
States District Judge William Clark 
restraining Jersey City officials 
from interfering with freedom of 
speech and free assembly of the 
CIO and the Civil Liberties Union 
would be heard by a three-Judge 
court, Dec. 19. This date was 
changed to Dec. 23 yesterday when 
it was found that the record of the 
court below could not be. printed 
sooner, 

Suggestive Circumstance. 

The only tactual basis for the re- 
ports of Justice Roberts’ action is 
that on Nov. 25 he attended a con- 
ference of Third Circuit Judges at 
Atlantic City. At this meeting he 


is supposed to have indicated that 


he thought it ba 
Judges Joseph uffington. and 
Whittaker Thompson, both on the |. 
retired list, should withdraw from 
the five-Judge court, which granted 
a tem stay against Judge 
Clark’s injunction. As the Justice 
assigned to the Third Circuit, it 
would be wholly proper for Justice 
Roberts to make the suggestion, in 
fact he ‘could sit (with the Third 
Circuit in this case should he so 
desire. 


A few days after the Atlantic 


City conference Judges Buffington 
and Thompson issued the following 
statement: 

“The undersigned retired Circuit 
Judges, having been requested by 
Judges Davis, Biggs and Maris, the 
other three members of the court, 
to sit in this case, but fearing, as 
we do, that on account of i Bi 
statements and contentions which 
have been made, the senior Judge 
might be embarrassed by our sit- 
ting, or the merits of the case 
might be prejudiced one way or 
the other, we now withdraw from 
the case and will take no part in 
the consideration or disposition 
thereof.” 

The withdrawal of the aged 
Judges, for wHatever reason, was 
a victory for Ernst and Frazier, 
who had sought to take the case 
directly to the Supreme Court on 


the charge that Judge Davis had 


“packed” his court. 

Judge Buffington is 82 years old. 
He was appointed a District Judge 
in 1892. Judge Thompson, 77, was 
appointed a District Judge in 1912. 
Judge Davis, 71, was appointed to 
the district bench in 1916 by Presi- 
dent Wilson. 


Notable Record of Reversals. 


When Judges Davis, Buffington 
and Thompson sat together before 
Buffington and Thompson retired 
they had a notable record of re- 
versals at the hands of the Su- 
preme Court, In one term, 16 of 
their decisions were reversed. 
Early this year this three-Judgé 
combination denied the National 
Labor Relations Board permission 
to perfect the record in the Repub- 
lic Steel case. On appeal, the Su- 
preme Court, in an extraordinary 
opinion, bluntly instructed the low- 
er court to allow the perfection 
Shortly after this Judges Buffing- 
ton and Thompson retired. 

Ernst and Frazier had asked the

WASHINGTON,, Dec. 9.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt ‘said today that 
united States intelligence forces 
spying. on foreign spies had been 
co-ordinated but still needed more 


money. 

Announcing 8 to ask for an 
additional appropriation for coun- 
terespionage, the President said 
spying had not been ended by the 
recent conviction of four German 
agents in New York. 

He emphasized in his press con- 
ference discussion of the subject 
that no OGPU (Soviet secret po 
lice) was needed to watch .- 
American people, but there is 
need for American people to waten 
the secret police of other nations. 

Declining to disclose details of 
how. co-ordination -of intelligence 
units had been worked out, Roose- 
velt said if stories Were published 
on the various steps it would de- 
stroy 90 per cent of the effective- 
ness of the set-ups. He added, 
however, that a great many 
agencies were involved. 

The President's discussion of the 
spy problem developed from a ques- 
tion concerning a conference he 
had yesterday with Lamar Hardy, 
United States Attorney for Manhat- 
tan, who obtained conviction of 
three individuals in New York on 
spy charges. 

Roosevelt said they had discussed! 
the whole spy situation, with em- 
phasis on what already had been 
done. : 

He said Hardy had repeated what 
he had been saying for a year— 
that for personal reasons he wished 
to resign as District Attorney. The 
President added that Hardy would 

retire some time in Jan 

Roosevelt described Hardy's han 
dling of the spy trial in New York 
as a perfectly amazing job. He 
said it was easy for a Diatrict At- 
torney to spend his time trying 
petty criminals but that it was 
much more difficult to handle such 
criminal problems as spying.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 9.—An anti- 


monopoly order was entered yes- 
terday by the Federal Trade Com- 
mission against four glass com- 
panies and two labor organizations 
in the St. Louis area. The com- 
panies, which sell plate, window 
and structural glass and do a glaz- 
ing contract business, and the 
unions are prohibited by the order 
from continuing practice and 
policies which the commission 
holds to be monopolistic. 

Those against whom the order is 
directed are: 

Pittsburgh Plate Glass Co., and 
Frank Clarke, manager of its St. 
Louis branch; Nurre Companies, 
Inc., Blomington, Ind., and the St. 
Louis branch manager, Belmont W. 
Beinke; Burroughs Glass Co., St. 
Louis, and Herbert H. Piou, vice- 
president; Hadley-Dean Glass Co., 
St. Louis, and Leo Hadley Jr., man- 
ager; District Council No. 2, Broth- 
erhood of Painters, Decorators and 
Paperhangers of America, St, Louis, 
and its secretary, Lawrence M. 
Raftery; Glaziers’ Local Union No. 
513, of the same brotherhood, its 
business agents, James F. Egan and 
Edward W. Hill, and E. V. Hanser. 

Hanser’s Reported Duties. 

Hanser, the findings state, was 
employed by the four glass 
distributing companies “(1) To 
police glazing contracting jobs 
in the St. Louis trade area, 
so as to obtain strict adher- 
ence to specifications covering qual- 
ity of workmanship and material; 
(2) to encourage use by the. dis- 
tributors of their code of ethics of 
fair trade practices, and (3) to pro- 
mote the use of glass in competi- 
tion with other materials used for 
building purposes.” The findings 
state that Hanser functioned as an 
employe of the glass distributing 
companies in effectuating some of 
their monopolistic practices. 

The commission took over inves- 
tigation of the St. Louis glass situa- 
tion after the Department of Jus- 
tice had decided not to institute a 
criminal prosecution. The Depart- 
ment of Justice had contemplated 
bringing criminal charges of con- 
spiracy against the glass companies 
and labor unions, but dropped this 
idea after the acquittal, in United 
States District Court at St. Louis, 
of plastering contractors and labor 
officials indicted on charges of con- 
spiracy to defraud the Government 
by excessive prices on PWA con- 
tracts. 

A complaint citing the glass com- 
panies and unions, and charging 
that the price of glass had been 
raised 35 to 50 per cent over nor- 
mal, was issued by the Trade Com- 
mission, July 18. It charged that 
the companies “loaded” a bid on a 
St. Louis public work job by $14,000 
and used the $14,000 to buy out a 
competitor who was not a member 
of their combination. The job, it 
was learned from other sources, was 
Hadley Vocational School, complet- 
ed in 1931. 

The companies and unions were 
granted time to file their answers, 
which were considered by the Trade 
Commission before issuance of its 
order. 

Must Stop Price Agreements. 

The glass firms, their representa- 

‘tives and Hanser, are directed to 
“cease and desist from agreeing 
among themselves, or with others, 
pursuant to any understanding, to 
exchange information concerning 
prevailing prices or proposed price 
changes for glass products used 
in the glazing contracting business, 
and to cease agreeing to discuss or 
exchange information concerning 
bids to be submitted for supplying 
and installing glass.” 

They are also directed to “cease 
collectively agreeing on any formu- 
la to be used in computing bids for 
supplying and installing glass, upon 
standards of cost, either of labor or 
material, or upon the amount of 
any item of such bids or the total 
amount thereof.” i 

They are ordered to stop publish 
ing or schedules convey- 
ing information between or among 
themselves which set forth, directly 
or by implication, any policy or

Order Against Unions. , 

Under the order, the two unions 
and their representatives are di- 
rected to discontinue “persuading 
or inducing the respondent distrib- 
utors collectively to agree among 
themselves to require employment 
of four glaziers, or any other speci- 
fied number, steadily at the rate of 
$12 each a day or at any other fig- 
ure, as a condition to obtaining 
glaziers to install glass supplied by 
such distributors for any Auilding, 
or to require that all such glass 
must be glazed upon the premises 
for which it has been supplied by 
such distributors.” 

Findings are that the effect of 
the policies and practices of the 
companies and the unions has been 
“to tend (1) to concentrate in the 
four companies the glazing con- 
tracting business in the St. Louis 
trade area; (2) to maintain the 
prices at and conditions under 
which glass is supplied by distrib- 
utors in that area, and (3) to re- 
strict competition.” 

The Commission concluded that 
the effect upon the public interest 
has been or may be “to tend (1) to 
increase the normal price of glass 
sold under glazing contracts for 
construction purposes; (2) to sup- 
press and discriminate against 
small glazing contractors; (3) to 
cause disappearance of prices 
arrived at through the play of 
competitive forces in the giazing 
contracting business at the expense 
of the buying public; (4) to lessen

Makes Remark ||

to Hopkins’

ADMINISTRATOR FOR 
SOME MODIFICATIONS 


Recalls He Supported Beat- 
en Amendment to Punish 
Relief Officials Who Try 
to Turn Votes. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 3.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt said today it was 
up to Congress to decide whether 
Federal relief procedure should be 
modified to meet criticism of the 
WPA. 

That was his comment . when 
asked at his press conference for 
his reaction to a statement by Ad- 
ministrator Harry Hopkins that 
some changes might be made. 
Hopkins’ agency has been particu- 
larly criticised on the “politics in 
relief” angle and he said yesterday 
he had some definite ideas about 
amendments in mind but wanted 
a “meeting of minds” with mem- 
bers of Congress before disclosing 
these suggestions. 

Hopkins talked subsequently with 
Senator Byrnes (Dem.), South Car- 
olina, who proposes a changed 
method of distributing WPA funds, 
to eliminate what he called inequit- 
able treatment of some states. 
Neither Hopkins nor. the Senator 
would disclose the results of their 
conference. Byrnes, however, said 
he was confident a program could 
be worked out along lines he dis- 
cussed this week in a New York 
speech. 

A possible insight on Hopkins’ 
ideas lay tn his emphasis of the 
fact that he consistently had been 
an ardent advocate of the defeated 
Hatch amendment of the last ses- 
sion. The amendment, introduced 
by Senator Hatch Dem.), New 
Mexico, provided dismissal and pen- 
alties for any person employed in 
an administrative capacity who used 
his official authority in any way 
to influence results of either pri- 
mary or general elections.” It was 
deefated last June by a 10-37 vote, 
with 19 Senators not voting. 

“I favored the Hatch amendment 
last year, and thought it was a great 
mistake that it ever was opposed,” 
Hopkins said in answer to a ques- 
tion whether he would support it if 
re-introduced. 

He said he would support any ef- 
fort to revive legislation to keep 
politics out of relief and remove 
opportunity for such criticism as 
that leveled at WPA during the 
recent elections. 

In another field of relief .activi- 
ties President Roosevelt turned 
aside a question as to whether he 
considered a $60-a-month old-age 
pension proposal was a “short cut 
Utopia.” 

A reporter told him that Senator 
Lodge (Rep.), Massachusetts, reput- 
edly was advocating such a pension. 

Roosevelt said that the whole 
pension subject was bing studied 
by the Social Security Board.

Woman Charged With Murder

Goldie Lyons, whose body was 
found in a St. Joseph park, Mrs.

Since then, I 
have been unable to find any other 
instance of a _ five-Judge Circui 
Court except in the District of Co- 
lumbia where procedure, until a 
year or so ago, was different be- 
cause of the special character of 
the courts in the district. 
1am delighted at the ¢co-opera- 
tion wé. are now receiving from 
Judge Davis. We could ‘ask noth- 
ing more. If the court gives its 
opinion by the first of the year, we 
shall set an all-time record for fi- 
nal adjudication of an appeal to 
the highest court. Unless there ¥s 
some unusual delay, the Supreme 
Court can hand down its decision 
before the present term ends next 
June.”

Favors Taking in Farm Workers. 

The council also may recommend 
eventual coverage of an estimated 
6,000,000 farm laborers and domes- 
tic servants. Because of expected 
administrative difficulties, however, 
this proposal probably would not 
become effective until 1940 or 1941. 

If;Congress approves this expan- 
sion, it must work out some system 
for collecting taxes from small 
farmers and housewives. The con- 
sensus among the Federal Social 
Security experts is that a stamp 
tax would be the most workable 
collection method, but there is wide- 
spread doubt that it would meet 
with much approval among those 
who would have to use it. 

Another large group to which ad- 
ministration experts have consid- 
ered extending social security is 
the self-employed—farmers, small 
shop keepers and the like. They 
question that these persons should 
be arbitrarily compelled to partici- 
pate and some favor voluntary par- 
tleipation for them. 

Monthly payments may be sug- 
gested for the widows of participat-

LIMA, Peru, Dec. 9.—Lima, the 
city of kings as Pizarro the Con- 
quistador called it, was a topsy- 
turvy city today. 

To the visitor even the uniforms 
were a confusion. The sailors dress 
like the United States navy men, 
because there is a United States 
mission here; the soldiers dress like 
the French because of the French 
military mission, and the airmen 
dress like Italian aviators because 
of the Italian air mission. 

Traffic jams. the narrow streets. 
Above the swarm of pedestrians 
and vehicles are ancient carved 
wood balconies, and through the 
lattices one may glimpse dark 
Peruvian eyes. 

In the center of the city, within 
a white marble building, is a small, 
circular, red-carpeted hall ..with 
three tiers of balconies, like. an 
opera house. It is Pers House 
of Representatives, where the Pan- 
American conference is being held. 

The delegates’ seats are in semi- 
circular rows facing the >residing 
officers. 

On the delegates’ desks are tele- 
phones for receiving translations 
in the four languages of the con- 
ference—English for the United 
States, Spanish for most of the 
Latin American nations, Portu- 
guese for Brazil and French for 
Haiti. Interpreters below each 
speakers talk into mouthpieces con- 
nected with the desks. The system 
is patterned after that. of the 
League of Nations at Geneva.

The labor principles tied in with 


the 1939 program for industry 
adopted yesterday and are based 
largely on a policy of closer co- 
operation of Government, business 
and labor. 

The employment report, it was 
learned, stressed the following 
basic points: 

1, Equal rights for both employ- 
er and employe, with due regard 
for the public interest. 

2. Right of workers to self-or- 
ganization and collective bargain- 
ing through representatives of their 
own choosing. 

3. Use of established rules of 
judicial procedure in the settlement 
of disputes when legal action be- 
comes necessary. 

4. Labor legislation should ob- 


serve constitutional rights of free 


speech, rights of property and the 
right to work or not to work to 
the same extent as those rights 
commonly enjoyed by other citi- 
zens.

His conversation was reported to 
have contained such phraseology 
as “henceforth, you will be per- 
mitted...” and “you will not be 
permitted . ...”—feferring to con- 
ditiong under which foreign com- 
merce may continue in China, 
Two Principles Stated by Arita. 

Concrete questions were not 
touched, it was said, but Arita laid 
down two general principles show- 
ing Japan’s line of policy. Spe- 
cific questions will be determined 
according to the following prin- 
ciples: 

1. The Chinese-Japanese con- 
flict has changed the political sit- 
uation in China and has virtually 
dismantled the nine-Power pact, 
which among other things provided 
equal opportunity for all Powers. 

2. Japan, Manchoukuo and

SWISS COURT DOUBLES TERM 


Of GERMAN SENTENCED AS SPY 


Appeals Bench Says Energetic 
Measures Must Be Taken 
Against Nazi Activity. 

By the Associated Press. 

GENEVA, Dec. 9.—The Court of 
Appeals at Zurich doubled today 
the sentence of a German convict- 
ed of “financial espionage” and? 
said energetic measures must be 
taken in Switzerland to curb Nazi 
activities. 

Wilhelm Kaempfer, given a 
month .in prison’ by a lower court, 
was sentenced on appeal to a two- 
month term and forbidden to re- 


enter Swiss territory for 10 years. 

The courts held that Kaempfer, 
who was sent to Switzerland by 
German shareholders to audit the 
books of a Swiss firm, had used 
his job as a screen for watching 
for violations of Germany's ex- 
ehange control laws. 

It was disclosed that Paul Bon- 
ny, deputy in the Geneva Cantonal 
Legislature, was among several 
dozen Nazi leaders afrested since 
the Government began its drive 
last month. Police were reported 
to -be investigating the possibility 
that Bonny was involved in con- 
spiracy against the Swiss Repub-

Roosevelt asserted at his press 
conference this morning that John« 
son was being recalled because he 
wanted to talk to the envoy and 
because Johnson wanted a breath- 
ing spell at home. Johnson hag 
been in China four years. 

Kennedy to Sail Tomorrow. 

Ambassador Joseph P. Kennedy, 
who will sail from London Satur- 
day, will be on hand at the same 
time. Thus he will be able to take 
back. to British officials the latest 
American views on Japanese eco- 
nomic and political expansion, 
based on Johnson's report. 

The State Department expected 
to receive today from Josépn 
Grew, American Ambassador to To- 
kyo, a statement of Japan's views 
as outlined to him by Prime Min- 
ister Arita. Press dispatches said 
Arita told Grew and the British 
envoy that the “open door” prinei- 
ple might have to be revised.

OUR recent editorial, “That Favor- 

orable Trade Balance,” was first rate. 
You are dead right that the New Deal 
hasn’t tackled the tariff monster in 
earnest at all. I think Mr. Rooseveit 
muffed one when he didn’t begin teach- 
ing us way back in 1933 to call it an 
“unfavorable” instead of a “favorable” 
trade balance whenever our exports ex- 
ceed our imports. Farmers know some- 
thing about tariff “protection” and mo- 
mopoly price. It is not only big farm 
machinery that is priced “administra- 
tively.” Small farm tools like forks and 
shovels are just as tightly held. And 
sometimes monopoly control affects qual- 
ity as well as price. 

Your editorial reminds me of my sad 
failure last summer to purchase and 


* bring home with me for a tariff exhibit 


a certain lovely manure fork that I 
found in Tenancingo, Mexico. I fondled 
it and priced it, but couldn’t think of 
any good way to bring it along with me. 

Tenancingois a little Indian town about 
75 miles south of Mexico City, far from 
any rail or auto road. Yet it was there 
that I found the first honest, able-bodied 
manure fork that I have ever seen, and 
I've been looking for one for fully 35 
years. When I learned the price, it floored 
me, so I think I'd better prepare the 
reader somewhat before telling it. 

— * * 


A manure fork is one of the most im- 
portant tools in a farmer’s life, because 
manure hauling is almost always unfin- 
ished business on a farm. There is 
nothing disreputable about handling ma- 
nure, and nothing unpleasant about it, 
either. I love the fine tonic aroma of 
freshly dug-out manure. There is a 
spiritual harmony, like a song well end- 
ed, in hauling it to the fields and spread- 
ing its richness back on the soil whence 
it came. I have hauled out thousands of 
loads, and it would all have been with 
pleasure unalloyed except that the darned 
forks were always bending out of shape 
and breaking up on me. I have bought 
hundreds of them and have quarreled 
with every one. I have cussed them out 
to my hardware dealers and to outside 
galesmen, and pleaded tearfully for a 
fork that would stand up. But noth- 
ing ever came of it. The only improvg- 
ment I have noted in them in recent 
years has been improvement in the 
price. It has almost doubled. The price 
is $2.50, take it or leave it. 

I strolled into the little hardware store 
Gown in Tenancingo merely to look 
around. There in the front end was a 
‘barrel full of assorted forks stacked han- 
‘dies down, just like our stores used to 
keep them. My eye lighted on a rugged 
‘manure fork that was the answer to all 
my dreams, I lifted it out of the bar- 
rel and held it in my hand to examine 
Its lineaments lovingly. Instinctively, I 
‘grasped the handle at the right place to 
‘balance the fork. But it didn’t balance. 
The forkend flopped down, because it 
‘was so much heavier than the ones I had 
been accustomed to use. It was ‘a 
imarvelous fork, not too heavy, but far 
«sturdier than the best I can buy at 


home. In short, just what I had been 


locking for ever since I became a ma- 
znure hauler.

To term tomorrow's voting an election is, of 
course, something of a misnomer. Government bene- 
fits paid to cotton farmers on this year’a crop have 
totaled $266,000,000, or an average of more than 
$177 for each farmer who will cast his ballot. That 
may not seem like big money to a great many people, 
but it approaches munificence for a great majority 
of the South’s cotton farmers. So what tomorrow's 
balloting will amount to will be not an approval of 
acreage control so much as a. signification of will- 
ingness to accept the subsidy. : 

Presumably, Secretary Wallace would be willing 
to do more to bolster the cotton market, except for 
his desire to see that the price is. kept low enough 
not to impede the movement of American cotton in 
the export market. Thus he has set the loan price 
on cotton this year at 8.3 cents, which about equals 
the price in the open market. 

It is interesting to contrast this with the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture’s policy on corn loans. The 
Government loan price on corn is 59 cents a bushel, 
or 7 cents more than the prevailing market price. 
In comparison with parity, or the buying power of 
these crops as figured over a period of several 
“normal” years, the treatment of corn and cotton 
are still more disparate. The loan price on corn is 
72 per cent of parity, against a cotton loan figure of 
52 per cent of parity. 

Still, there is no long-range comfort in this 
for the corn states. For as the disparity in the 
treatment of cotton and corn becomes apparent, the 
cotton farmers will turn to the growing of corn and 
so force a realignment of prices. 

With agricultural prices at a five-year low, farm 
leaders are by no means satisfied with the results 
of crop control.. A group of leaders of farm organi- 
zations, in collaboration with a bloc of independently 
minded Congressmen, are engaged in framing an 
alternate plan of agricultural relief designed to pre- 
vent further loss of our agricultural export markets 
and to allow the farmer greater freedom in planting 
his land. 

This group is reported, encouragingly enough, to 
be opposed to all forms of price-fixing, to the end 
that a high level of consumption may be maintained 
and our lost farm markets recaptured, in so far as 
may be possible. With some of the outstanding sup 
porters of the existing farm legislation going down 
in defeat in the recent elections, the administration 
should be more willing to give an ear to suggestions.

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COURT-PACKING IN PHILADELPHIA? 

When the United States Circuit Court of Appeals 
at Philadelphia hears arguments on the Jersey City 
civil rights case Dec. 19, the court will consist of the 
three regular Judges.

no fault to find with propaganda as 

such. There is that propaganda which 
is used to make us cognizant of those things 
which are necessary and good, and there is 
another kind of propaganda which is used 
to make us dissatisfied with our democrat- 
ic form of government. 

In the totalitarian state, of course, the 
dictator assumes a monopoly on propa- 
ganda and thereby controls all channels of 
communication. Under this form of propa- 
ganda, one simply reads, hears and sees 
what the dictator and his cohorts decide he 
shall read, hear and see. 

The other form of propaganda is that 
which exists in democratic states. Here we 
find the monopoly aspect held in check, not 
by force or edicts, but by rivalries between 
competing organizations, whether they be 


L ET me make it clear now that I have 


‘political, economic, educational or religious. 


These -disseminate conflicting and rival 
propaganda. 

Now, while at times one may regard these 
conflicts as confusing, nevertheless, they 
give those at whom the rival propaganda is 
directed some freedom of choice between 
the many alternatives offered. A free peo- 
ple can exist with no less. 

When does propaganda conform to dem- 
ocratic principles? According to one or- 
ganization engaged in propaganda analy- 
sis, it conforms when it tends to preserve 
and extend demoeracy; it is antagonistic 
when it undermines or destroys democracy.

I have no fault to find with the vigor- 
ous criticism leveled by one political party 
at another, As a matter of fact, I think it is 
a very fine and healthy thing for us. His- 
torians of the future will be able to tell us 
just how serious and dangerous were the 
times through which we have just passed.

What about the glittering generalities de- 
vice? This is a device by which the propa- 
gandist appeals by the use of the so-called 
virtue words. He attributes all the shining 
ideals to his cause and none to the other. 

Now we come to the transfer device, by 
which the propagandist attempts to carry 
the authority and sanction of something we 
all respect and revere to something which 
he would have us accept and hate. He 
knows, for example, that we all respect 
the church, and if he can transfer to it 
the authority and sanction for his acts, he 
accomplishes much in winning over vast 
multitudes of deeply religious people. 

The testimonial device is one used to 
quote someone else for the justification of 
the dictums of the dictator. This is easily 
recognized, 

The plain-folks device—and, oh, how we 
are taken in by this one—is used when we 
see countless pictures of the leaders shak- 
ing hands or patting the heads of obedient 
children and other folk, especially the ap- 
preciation of the common, homey things of 
life. No matter how many palaces or man- 
sions one may have, it never pays to let 
the public forget that we are still just 

“plain folks,” and therefore wise and good. 

The band-wagon device is evidenced by 
the huge crowds which are assembled by 

various means. Fill a stadium, have a ‘mil- 

lion men march, employ symbols, with color, 
music, sabers rattling and all of the dra- 

matic arts to arouse men to follow. the 
crowd, bound together by common ties of 
nationality and race.

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Reply to the Nazi Bible 
Books in the News 


STIRRING reply to Hitler’s “My Bat 

tle” has been written by Hendrik Willem 
van Loon, the historian, under the titls 
“Our Battle” (Simon & Schuster, New 
York). It is a great improvement over the 
original in several respects. For one thing, 
it is some 700 pages shorter. For another, 
it is written in plain language rather thas 
in vague circumlocutions. Another depar 
ture is in its flashes of humor. And, most 
important, Van Loon preaches democracy 
and justice rather than tyranny and hate. 

It was an episode of last Columbus day 
in New York City that roused the placid 
Dutch-American to become a vigorous 
spokesman for democracy. At a pubis 
meeting on that day, boos greeted the name 
of Mayor LaGuardia, while mention of Mus 
solini received tumultuous applause. 

It was time for Americans to be told 
plainly what dictatorship means, Van Loo 
decided. His book deals with all the dio 
tators, but he considers Hitler our most for 
midable enemy. He views Stalin as a miner 
evil, for his purges have sapped Russia! 
power, and the nation’s vast area remove 
any need for expansionist ambitions. 


This is the lesson Americans need 
learn, Van Loon says: “Autocracy is it 
variably the result of bad democracy.” His 
son, glancing at the manuscript, sugges 
making the point even more specific i 
terms that all housewives will understand: 
“Tell them that if they are not careful about 
cleaning the place underneath the kitchen 
sink, very soon those big brown beetles will 
begin to walk around and they will have the 
dickens of a time getting rid of them.” 

“Mein Kampf” is partly autobiographies) 
so perhaps this writer is justified in givitf 
many of his pages to a sketch and 
of Hitler’s career. He finds the Fuehrer d 
be a typical sufferer from hysteria, a fanatie 
of the Robespierre stripe, a man all the 
more dangerous because he actually © 
lieves what he says.

The victory of Admiral 
Dewey in Manila Bay made the 
United States an Asiatic Power; 
the Chinese policy of John Hay 
established the United States as a 

er on the Asiatic mainland. 

American intervention of 1917, 
ghich decided the outcome of the 
World War, made the United States 
3 power in European affairs, and 
for a decade after the war, though 
the United States had refused to 
ratify the Treaty of Versailles or 
to join the League of Nations, we 
took a leading part in the liquida- 
tion of the treaty and in the post- 
war reconstruction. 

The period from 1898 to about 
1931—from the Spanish-American 
War to Secretary Stimson’s effort 
to restrain Japan in Manchuria — 
covers our career as a Power with 
ational commitments outside the 
western Hemisphere. The period 
since 1932 has seen the reduction of 
our commitments, that is to say of 
the commitments we mean to de- 
fend with arms to their original 
limits, to what they were through- | 
out the nineteenth century. Thus 
we have granted independence to 
the Philippines, and as 
Ching we have demonstrated by 
our acts that we do not regard the 
integrity of China or the Open 
Door in Asia as a fighting matter. 
We have liquidated our position 
as an Asiatic Power, and we are 
back where we were before 1898. 
We have also withdrawn from Eu- 
rope, and have no commitments in 
Europe either by treaty or by policy. 


What remains is the original and 
indestructible core of all American 
policy; the defense of the security 
of the United States against inva- 
against intimidation. 
What we call the Monroe Doctrine 
is simply the means by which the 
United States maintains its secur- 
ity. For Americans have always 
realized that if this hemisphere 
were opened to European imperial- 
ism, as Africa, the Balkans and 
the Near East have been open, we 
should have as our near neighbors 
formidable and quarrelsome great 
Powers. We should then be en- 
tangled in their quarrels, whereas 
by maintaining the Monroe Doc- 
trine, we put the width of the two 
great oceans between ourselves 
and the war-like states of Hurope 
and Asia. 

On this conception of American 
security all the essential principles 
of American foreign policy rest.

This is the country in which dis- 
guised conquest by penetration is 
most tempting and most feasible. 
As a safeguard against this dan- 
ger, a general Pan-American treaty 
would have no value. For the near 
American neighbors-of Brazil, par- 
ticularly the Argentine Republic, 
will make no promises that would 
be impressive and relevant, and, on 
the other hand, if trouble which 
bad its origin in Europe broke out 
in Brazil, the interest of the Ar- 
gentine would be at least as great 
as our own in acting against the 
danger. It will be wise, therefore, 
to avoid asking for promises, which 
are at such a discount in the world 
today, and to rely on performance 
actuated by vital national interests.

Vague ideals and insufficient 
force, rhetorical policy and armed 
insufficiency, have been at the root 
of all the disappointments and hu- 
miliations of the democratic na- 
tions. The effective answer to agi- 
tation against the United States in 
South America is to make very 
clear our own purposes, and to 
demonstrate our capacity to carry 
out those purposes. If our ambi- 
tions are understood and are trust- 
ed, if our authority is sufficient 
and is respected, we shall have 
done what is essential, and we 
shall have the sound foundation of 
peace in this hemisphere.

BARCELONA, Dec. 9. — The 


spanish Government today created 


a Commission on Religion charged 
with the supervision of all religious 
activities in Government territory,

ar decree said the Spanish Con- 
stitution respected religious beliefs 
to the extent that they conform 
with, but do not exceed, the right 
of a civilized country to establish 
“freedom of conscience and the 
right to profess and freely practice 


‘any religion.” 


The statement added that the 
Government “reaffirmed as one of 
its aims of the war (to effect) 
liberty of conscience and the free. 
exercise of religious belief” in con- 
formity with the Jaw of June 2, 
1933, “in the same spirit as the 
Constitution which the Spanish 
nation now is energetically defend- 
ing against foreign attack.“ 

(The 1933 religious law curtailed 
educational activities by religious 
orders and provided that more than 
100 religious orders should be 
turned into civil societies, that they, 
must pay taxes and that all art 
treasures held by church organi- 
zations should be confiscated.) 

On the other hand, the necessie 
ties of war, the decree continued, 
motivated the occupation of ree 
ligious buildings and caused in- 
evitable abnormalities” in their 
use. 

“The Government of the republie 
has always had the most scrupue 
lous respect for religious convice 
tions,” the statement added. “The 
Government as the head of the 
country wishes to give dramatic . 
and generous proof of its interest 
in civilization and right by aiding 
the normalization of religious exe 
ercises with the spirit of our Cone 
stitution.” 

The commission established by 
the Cabinet was charged with dis- 
seminating information and take 
ing care of requests concerning re- 
ligious worship. A consultative 
committee is to be named to assist 
the commissioner. 

The action followed a policy in- 
dicated months ago by Premier 
Juan Negrin. Religious services 
have been held in homes and pri- 
vate chapels. The Government took 
the attitude that religious services 
would not be hindered and spokes- 
men contended Catholic Church 
authorities might open churches 
when they wished.

MELL and taste are known as 
the chemical senses because 
they are stimulated only by a 
chemical substance which lights on 
the nerve ends. Smell is more acute 


—that is, smaller amounts of a sub- 


stance are to arouse the 
sensation of odor than of taste. 


The sensitivity of smell has been 
compared to a chemical balance in 
comparison to the sensitivity of 
taste, which is that of a grocer’s 
scale. There is still another sense 
which resides in mucous mem- 
branes—a sense of the nature of 
substances—and this has been com- 
pared to a hay scale. ) 

You can smell .00125 per cent of 
alcohol. It requires three parts to 
be tasted and it takes five to ten 
parts to leave a stinging sensation 
on the inside of the cheek. 


Smell with us is not nearly as 
well developed as in the lower ani- 
mals. Most of their sense life prob- 
ably is olfactory, while most of ours 
is visual. Our olfactory lobe in the 
brain has degenerated and deteri- 
orated until it is a very small gan- 
glia, while that of certain lower ani- 
mals overshadows the entire brain. 


As a matter of fact, it probably 
would be a good thing if our olfac- 
tory organ continued to degenerate 
until it entirely disappeared. The 
nerves of smell come down through 
the small opening in the skull at 
the upper part of thé nose and 
through these probably a great 
many infectious diseases, such as 
infantile paralysis and meningitis, 
may make their entrance into the 
body. This was the basis a few 
years ago of ‘the preventive treat- 
ment of infantile paralysis in which 


did not prove successful, but we 
may have a more successful meth- 
od, I understand, in the near future. 


No classification of odor. has ever 
been satisfactorily made. Henning, 
the physiologist, attempted to make 
one which was like the spectrum 
for sight. His orders were (1) flow- 
ery, or violet; (2) fruity, or lemon; 
(3), spicy, or nutmeg; (4) resinous, 
as frankincense; (5) putrid, as hy- 
drogen sulphide, and (6) burning, as 
tar 


The sensation of taste resides in 
very complicated nerve cells, known 
as taste buds, in the tongue and in 
other parts of the oral cavity. Most 
of the taste buds on the tongue are 
far back, although in young babies 
the sense of taste is mostly located 
on the tip of the tongue. ‘This is 
probably also true of animals who 
test all substances so far as taste 
is concerned, with the tip of the 
tongue first. Babies, of course, test 
it on account of their nursing neces- 
sities. As time goes on the distribu- 
tion of taste changes from the tip 
of the tongue to the back of the 
tongue. 

Nobody knows where the taste 
center in the brain is, but it must 
have wide connections because 
taste, like smell, gives a rise to in- 
numerable associations. 


The primary tastes are sweet, 
salty, sour and bitter. Chemists 
have tried to show that there is 
a relation between the chemical 
structure of different substances 
and sweetness. Sugar, of course, is 
not the only thing that creates the 
sense of sweetness. For instance, 
sugar of lead will do it and so will 
chloroform. 


Taste and smell play a very im- 
portant part in our happiness and 
our reactions to the world. They 
are closely connected with each 
other and the smell alone will 
arouse a sensation of taste. Both, 
of course, create a stimuli in the 
digestive tract, resulting in the 
pouring out of digestive juices, and 
thus contributing to our nutrition 
and the physiology of digestion.
